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CHAPTER VIII — CITY DOCUMENTS 

SECTION 5. All City Documents (except the Rules and 
Regulations for the Government of the Police and Fire De- 
partments) shall be printed in pamphlet form of the size of the 
Annual Report of the School Committee. 

SECTION 6. All City Documents shall be bound together

Mayor s Tkird Inaugural Message 


Members of the City Council: — 

Government is organized to promote the welfare of 
society; to function for the public good and accord to 
the individual that degree of justice and impartial ser- 
vice which is one’s privilege to enjoy in the exercise 
of citizenship. 

We have been inducted into office to discharge dele- 
gated authority, vested in us by a majority vote of our 
fellow citizens ; to direct the affairs of local government 
for the next year from the standpoint of clean and 
efficient public service. We may evade or we may ac- 
cept with serious minded purpose such civic responsi- 
bility. Furthermore, we should realize that we have not 
been elected to run the government to suit ourselves, but 
to suit the people of our city. Public service is not 
worth while unless one is guided by such a vision. 

We are just ordinary men after all. A temporary 
vesting of official authority must not cause an abandon- 
ment of the exercise of common sense, or assumption 
of privileges not justified by the office we hold. 

There is a right way and a wrong way in public af- 
fairs, as in private affairs, and choice and decision rest 
upon us ’with the same degree of obligation. Yes, in 
fact, to a greater extent, for the conservation of public 
interests are involved in the course we pursue. 

Let me give you my political philosophy after two 
years’ experience. If a thing is right from a public 
standpoint, go through with it to the end. Political ex- 
pediency ■will never get one very far. Playing the 
game is all right if you are answerable only to your- 
self; but the public may not like the game as played, 
especially if selfish motives govern one’s conduct. Let 


mo say in passing that withstanding selfish pressure 
from the outside is the greatest problem which confronts 
a man in public office. 

Public interests are always in conflict with individual 
or private interests. There is no escape from it. How 
well we stand the test in such emergencies determines 
our efficiency as public servants. 


CO-OPERATION ASKED 

May I speak in a personal sense for a moment. My 
fellow citizens have honored me with a re-election to 
the office of Mayor, — a vote of confidence which I deeply 
appreciate and which I interpret as approval of my offi- 
cial conduct and policies for the past two years. May 
I also testify that I am not unmindful of the fact that 
my re-election was made possible by the votes of all 
elements of our citizenship. Never has a man been re- 
elected to office by a public expression of confidence 
which was broader, more tolerant or non-political in 
its aspect. It is a tribute not alone to me; but a tribute 
to the sense of fairness and broadmindedness of the 
average citizen of Lowell. 

I want my fellow citizens to know that I feel even a 
greater sense of obligation and responsibility to serve 
them faithfully and well for the next two years than I 
did when I first assumed office. Insofar as it is humanly 
and officially possible, no evasion nor neglect of public 
duty will come from the mayor’s office for the next two 
years. 

I now ask and plead for a sincere and generous co- 
operation from the honorable members of the City Coun- 
cil in the shaping of legislation for the public good. 

Executive authority has its limitations as well as leg- 
islative authority. There are, however, no restrictions 
to prevent a blending of our powers and duties with 
the object of improved public service in mind. Me can 
work together much better than by pulling apart. At 
leas! let ns try it. Perhaps we may not be able to get 
the same common viewpoint on all public questions but 
we may at least be courteous and considerate in our 
disagreements. 


NOMINATIONS 

A practice indulged in by last year’s City Council, 
which I ask be discontinued and which I believe does 
not meet with the approval of the public is failure to 
act upon nominations submitted to the City Council hy 
the Mayor’s office. I am entitled to more courtesy, and 
so are those whom I nominate to office, than having a 
motion made that such nominations “lay on the table.” 
It is an evasion of public duty, and not in accord with 
a courageous discharge of an official responsibility. 

It is my purpose this year to offer nominations to 
the City Council in accordance with Chapter 383 of the 
Acts of 1921, Section 43, part 4, which reads as follows : 

“All nominations made by the mayor that are sub- 
ject to confirmation by the City Council to fill ex- 
pired or unexpired terms of office shall be consid- 
ered by the City Council, and confirmation or re- 
jection of said nominations shall be acted upon with- 
in a period of 30 days. If no action is taken by the 
City Council within said period, the Mayor shall 
withdraw said nomination, and file another nomina- 
' tion either of the person first nominated, or of a 
different person ; provided, however, that the Mayor 
shall not nominate any person more than twice in 
the same year for the same office.” 

After a careful examination of both charters, I am 
satisfied that this provision of Chapter 383 is still in 
effect. I can find nothing in Plan B Charter which nulli- 
fies or abrogates its operation. I am hopeful, however, 
that this year’s City Council will take prompt action on 
nominations and avoid the necessity of invoking this 
provision of the charter. 


A FRANK FINANCIAL POLICY 

A wise or unwise expenditure of public money is the 
test of efficient administration of public office. The 
spending of public money in the right way has always 
been a vexatious and perplexing problem. Two years 
ago I declared in no uncertain terms my views on what 


I considered to be a sound financial policy. It obligated 
heads of departments to live within allotted appropria- 
tion, and the elimination of waste and needless expendi- 
tures. The year 1923 showed all heads of departments 
heeding the warning given to them; every department 
coming through the year within its appropriation. With- 
out doubt it was the best financial year in the history of 
the city. 

Last year the same financial policy was in effect but 
there seemed to be a disposition to recede slightly from 
the standard set the year before. While practically all 
departments have lived -within their appropriations the 
past year, there are several exceptions to be noted. 

If any head of a department is inclined to feel that 
this year will see a rather free and easy policy of spend- 
ing public money, let us arrive on this, the first day of 
the municipal year, at a definite and thorough under- 
standing. A budget will be made up apportioning as 
equitably as possible appropriations based upon depart- 
mental requirements. These appropriations must do re- 
spective departments for the entire year, unless circum- 
stances of an extraordinary nature arise. At this time 
I am not inclined even to favor a supplementary budget 
this year. Certainly none will be given for regular 
routine expenditures of departments. 

Departments have fared very well the past year. 
Equipment and supplies have been quite well provided 
for. It is going to be a rather lean year for the appro- 
priation of money and the spending, too. When the 
budget is made up and heads of departments have re- 
ceived their alloted appropriation, they must realize that 
it is all that will be given for the entire year. The ex- 
ception will have to be a real emergency. I now say 
without reservation that I will suspend, with the ap- 
proval of the City Council, any head of a department 
the day that his appropriation goes broke for the re- 
mainder of the municipal year. There is no qualifica- 
tion to this statement. It must be accepted as positive 
and final. The responsibility for suspension from office 
is squarely up to the head of a department. 


MUNICIPAL GARAGE 


I would recommend the appointment of a special com- 
mittee of the City Council to consider the advisability 
of perfecting plans for the erection and maintenance 
of a municipal garage. The great increase in the num- 
ber of motor vehicles for all departments, and expense 
of upkeep and repairs would seem to justify an ex- 
haustive study of the proposition. 


CENTENNIAL OF LOWELL 

March 1, 1826, the Town of Lowell was incorporated. 
I urge that this year’s City Council take appropriate 
steps to inaugurate and perfect plans for a proper ob- 
servance of the Centennial of the incorporation of the 
Town of Lowell. It would seem that the observance 
of such an event could be made the occasion for arousing 
a strong public spirit and pride in our city and its 
achievements. It is a wonderful story of progress that 
we may tell the world; and why not tell it? A story 
entwined with the heroic sacrifices, earnest endeavor 
and patriotism of a people who for generation after 
generation builded a great American City. I am sure 
of generous co-operation and support of such an ob- 
servance, on the part of our citizens. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 

This department has lived within its appropriation. 
The complete motorization of the Fire Department is 
an accomplished fact "with the arrival in a few weeks of 
the last piece of fire apparatus,- authorized and pur- 
chased the past year. 

The department now moves into the front rank of 
American cities, equipped with up-to-date fire-fightinr 
motor apparatus. I am quite satisfied that the depa? 
ment is sorely in need of a new fire alarm system. rr 
present fire alarm system is indeed antiquated and 
dependable. If a public improvement of large siz' 
portion is to be considered this year, I know 
greater need than the immediate installation o 
fire alarm system. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 

This department lias finished the year within its ap- 
propriation. A very determined and forceful effort was 
made by the personnel of the department last year to 
obtain an increase of $1 per day. The mayor's office 
did not feel in justice to the citizens of Lowell that such 
an increase should be granted. Resentment of the 
Mayor ’s attitude was carried to extremes by many of 
the men in the department. The spectacle of policemen 
in uniform so far forgetting their official responsibility 
to engage in public efforts while on patrol of their beats 
to bring about the defeat of the Mayor because of his 
failure to do their bidding, evidently did not meet with 
the approval of the public. In justice to the department 
it must be said that a fair number of the men respected 
their oath of office, regardless of their personal prefer- 
ence. In view of the fact that the big majority of the 
personnel of the police and fire departments made such 
an issue of their failure to receive an increase of $1 a 
day wages, the last election practically resolved itself 
into a referendum vote on this issue. I can only inter- 
pret that vote as indicating a disapproval of an increase 
in wages in these departments. I am satisfied also that 
the financial condition of the city for the past year will 
not permit a favorable consideration of increases in 
wages in these departments. 

In my executive capacity, I have recommended to 
the acting superintendent of police a general change 
in working conditions of the department. It is, in my 
opinion, healthy and desirable. Many police officers 
have gone stale holding down the same routes and per- 
forming the same routine duties year after year. Lowell 
is about the only city where such conditions prevail. 
Progressive American cities do not permit an officer 
to become a fixture on the same beat year in and year 
out. It tends to permit too much familiarity and favor- 
itism and as the result of long and continuous service 
in one place negligence in the discharge of duty. There 
are many clean, capable and conscientious men in the 
department who mind their own business and perform 
their public duty fearlessly and honestly. They suffer, 
however, through the conduct of the insolent, arrogant 


and conceited police officer, who is of the opinion that 
his uniform gives to him a privilege to ignore the rights 
of private citizens. 


CITY HALL vs. STATE HOUSE 

The usual mutterings of legislative interference with 
the conduct of Lowell government is again heard. There 
are some individuals possessing legislative powers who 
are ever ready to use that power in the state legislature, 
to nullify the majority vote of the people as expressed 
at the polls. They would govern the city of Lowell from 
the State House rather than from City Hall, and espe- 
cially so, when a mayor happens to be elected not of 
their choice or party brand. I have respect for any 
man in a clean political fight; but that respect is lack- 
ing for those who in legislative halls endeavor to give 
the force of law to something the people of the city have 
denied them at the polls election day. 

If new legislation is needed to govern our local af- 
fairs, the City Council is qualified to initiate such legis- 
lation by petition to the legislature. Political trickery 
should not be dignified by law. Paul Revere rode at 
midnight to make secure the liberties of a people; the 
secretary of state rode at mid-day to destroy these 
liberties, and principles of home rule government. Per- 
petuating oneself in office not by vote of the people, but 
by constant re-drafting of voting districts, and abuse 
of law-making power, may serve the purpose, but after 
all what an empty honor it is. 

I have a confidence in the sense of fairness and jus- 
tice of the governor of the commonwealth, His Excel- 
lency, Alvan T. Fuller, that the government of the City 
of Lowell will be permitted to function without State 
House interference based upon crafty political expediency. 


PARK COMMISSION 

The management of our park system has been effi- 
ciently carried on the past year under the supervision 
of a capable board of park commissioners. I am pleased 
to compliment the unselfish service of the members of 
this board. 


Ill the name of decency let there be an end to the 
introduction of loan orders for the purchase of land 
for playground purposes. Playgrounds are desirable, 
but let us lay out and develop what we already have. 
Unloading parcels of land upon the city under the guise 
of playground necessity has already gone too far. 

No loan order for the purchase of land for play- 
grounds should be introduced in the City Council with- 
out first having been initiated or sanctioned by the 
Park Commission. I will veto every order for play- 
grounds which fails to have the approval of the Park 
Commission. 

The city is fortunate in having made available the 
past year the bequest of $100,000 under the terms of the 
will of the late Freeman B. Shedd. The expenditure of 
this money will bring about a wonderful improvement 
in Shedd Park. 

IRREGULAR PURCHASE OF MATERIALS AND 

SUPPLIES 

I hereby serve notice on all heads of departments 
starting today that all purchases made by them with- 
out the approval of the Purchasing Agent having first 
been obtained will not be certified for payment, and I 
furthermore warn all merchants of the city that they 
deliver goods to the city at their own peril without oral 
instructions from the Purchasing Agent, or a written 
order properly stamped and approved. 

Irregular purchase of supplies and materials must 
stop. I know of no emergency that will exist to prevent 
a head of a department notifying the Purchasing 
Agent’s office in time to make purchase. Sending in 
requisitions marked “goods delivered or received” will 
be refused approval. 

The Purchasing Agent’s office exists for the purpose 
of securing the necessary materials and supplies for the 
various departments at the best price. Heads of de- 
partments or subordinates have no authority to go out 
and purchase even one dollar’s worth of supplies for 
their departments. This is the duty of the Purchasing 
Agent, and I intend to see to it that henceforth the 
charter provisions are strictly lived up to. 


BOARD OF PUBLIC SERVICE 

A more rigid economy must be exercised the present 
year in the conduct and management of the various sub- 
divisions of departments under the control of the Board 
of Public Service. Not an economy that strikes at effi- 
cient operation of labor, but at. the numerous opportuni- 
ties that in other ways permit a wasteful expenditure 
of public money. I am satisfied after all is said and 
done that a very creditable showing has been made by 
the street department the past year. A considerable 
amount of construction work has been accomplished. 

I would warn against the mistake made last year of 
publishing ai program of street work calling for an 
amount of money far in excess of actual appropriations. 
It tends to mislead the public and directs an unwar- 
ranted criticism of the department. 

I would recommend a curtailment of granite block 
paving for the present year, and a more extensive pro- 
gram of asphaltic paving. Our main thoroughfares are 
pretty well taken care of with granite block paving', and 
I would like to see more attention given to side streets 
and residential streets. If an intensive drive was started 
to take care of residential streets with asphalt paving, 
a wonderful showing could be made in the course of a 
year and the money spent would show greater results. 

I would recommend also that an experimental street 
be laid out with asphalt material spread over old gran- 
ite blocks now laid in some of our streets. It has never 
been done in this city, but other cities have worked it 
out successfully and it would seem to be worth a try-out 
in this city. You can readily see how quickly we could 
put all our streets in up-to-date condition at a minimum 
cost as against the expensive granite block paving. 

We seem to give all our attention to street paving 
and hardly a thought to sidewalks. I do not believe 
there is a city in the country with more wretched side- 
walks than in Lowell, especially in residential sections. 
We are constantly making cinder sidewalks to be washed 
away almost as soon as laid. I hope to see an improved 
co-operation between the Board of Public Sendee and 
the public in general, that we may have decent side- 
walks. The city cannot do it all ; property owners must 
do their share and show a better public spirit. 


I would recommend also, in view of increased traffic, 
that some attention be given this year to taking over 
several private ways in the heart of the city, and making 
them passable for public traffic. One can readily walk 
not more than twenty-five yards off our main streets 
into ruts and mudholes of private streets. Private 
streets must give way to public necessity and conveni- 
ence. 

I would recommend the appointment by the City Coun- 
cil of a special committee to consider the possibility of 
the state taking over the upkeep and maintenance of 
the Pawtucket Boulevard. It would seem that the state 
should bear this expense when it is considered that the 
boulevard is one of the main arteries and trunk lines to 
and from the city. 


BEAVER BROOK BRIDGE 

The Beaver Brook bridge proposition, after much 
agitation the past year, is still a live issue for your con- 
sideration this year. There is no determined opposi- 
tion to providing- suitable transportation facilities across 
Beaver Brook. The problem is one of selection of a 
bridge in keeping with the needs of the district, and at 
a reasonable cost. The Mayor’s office is ready to co- 
operate along such lines and would suggest that the 
City Council in connection with the Board of Public Ser- 
vice, give immediate consideration to this very impor- 
tant matter. 


PLANNING BOARD 

The members of the Planning Board have given much 
serious thought and attention to their duties the past 
year, and have developed ideas and recommendations 
worthy of earnest consideration. I would recommend 
the appointment of a special committee of the City 
Council to confer with the Planning Board to determine 
the necessity of legislation to put into effect the recom- 
mendations of this board. 


ANALYSIS OF FINANCIAL CONDITION 

Our citizens were favored last year with a substan- 
tial reduction of $1.40 per thousand in the tax rale. A 
rather unique and pleasant experience, without doubt 
much appreciated. All current expenditures and liabili- 
ties have been taken care of within the current revenues 
of the past year. '

From the above a fair comparison of the past two 
years would seem to indicate a steady increase in the 
sources for expenditure. Should this be permitted to 
continue the revenues of the cit}^ must necessarily be 
impaired to an extent beyond its earning power. To 
the end* that some sound conception of the limit to which 
appropriations may extend I would respectfully recom- 
mend that an early budget to include all sources from 
which appropriations may be considered be compiled 
with a particular view to budgeting all loans.

While from the above it would appear that the Water 
Department was on the road to a pay-as-you-go basis, 
nevertheless when the fact that no reserve had been 
provided from which to offset the decrease in loan money 
is taken into consideration it will be plain to see that 
some change in their financial program should be con- 
sidered. With the permission of the City Council, I 
would recommend that the Water Department pay for 
maintenance purposes only such money as may right- 
fully be considered a strictly maintenance proposition. 


CONCLUSION 

Let us approach our civic duties for the new year with 
a firm determination to do the best for the welfare of 
our city to make a record for sound and conservative 
administration of city affairs and to unselfishly dis- 
charge our public obligations fearlessly and courageous- 
ly. Come to the Mayor’s office frequently. Let us talk 
over public matters frankly and seriously with one com- 
mon object in mind — service for the public good.

Certain pages from the statutes which apply to school 
attendance are here quoted for the information of the general 
public : 


CHAPTER 76. 

“SECTION 1. (As amended by chapter 463, Acts of 1921.) Every 
child between seven and fourteen, every child under sixteen who does 
not meet the requirements for the completion of the sixth grade of the 
public schools of the town where he resides, and every child under 
sixteen except a child holding an employment certificate as provided 
in chapter one hundred and forty-nine and employed in some regular 
employment or business for at least six hours per day, and except a 
child having the written permission of the superintendent of schools 
of the town where he resides to engage in profitable employment at 
home, shall, subject to section fifteen, attend a public day school in 
said town or some other day school approved by the school committee, 
during the entire time the public schools are in session, unless the 
child attends school in another town, during the entire time the same 
is in session, under sections six to twelve, inclusive, or under chapter 
seventy-one; but such attendance shall not be required of a child 
whose physical or mental condition is such as to render attendance 
inexpedient or impracticable, or who is being otherwise instructed in 
a manner approved in advance by the superintendent or the school 
committee. The superintendent, or teachers in so far as authorized 
by him or by the school committee, may excuse cases of necessary 
absence for other causes not exceeding seven day sessions or four- 
teen half day sessions in any period of six months. For the purposes 
of this section, school committees shall approve a private school only 
when the instruction in all the studies required by law is in English, 
and when satisfied that such instruction equals in thoroughness and 
efficiency, and in the progress made therein, that in the public schools 
in the same town; but they shall not withhold such approval on ac- 
count of religious teaching. 
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The school committee of each town shall provide for and enforce 
the school attendance of all children actually residing therein in ac- 
cordance herewith. 

SECTION 2. Every person in control of a child described in the 
preceding section shall cause him to attend school as therein re- 
quired, and, if he fails so to do for seven day sessions or fourteen 
half day sessions within any period of six months, he shall, on com- 
plaint by an attendance officer, be punished by a fine of not more 
than twenty dollars. No physical or mental condition capable of cor- 
rection, or rendering the child a fit subject for special instruction at 
public charge in institutions other than public day schools, shall 
avail as a defence unless it appears that the defendant has employed 
all reasonable measures for correction of the condition and the suit- 
able instruction of the child. 

SECTION 3. Every illiterate minor between sixteen and twentv- 
ono, except a married woman, shall attend some public evening school, 
if any, in the town of his residence, for the whole time during which 
the public evening schools are in- session, unless he attends a public 
day school, or a private school approved as provided in section one 
by the school committee, or unless his physical or mental condition 
is such as to render his attendance harmful or impracticable. Wilful 
violation of this section by such a minor shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than five dollars; failure for six sessions within a period 
of one month by any person in control of such a minor to cause his 
attendance, shall, on complaint by an attendance officer, be punished 
by a fine of not more than twenty dollars. 

SECTION 4. Whoever induces or attempts to induce a minor to 
absent himself unlawfully from school, or unlawfully employs him or 
harbors a minor who, while school is in session, is absent unlawfully 
therefrom, shall be punished by a fine of not more'than fifty dollars.” 

It will be seen from the sections quoted that the State 
imposes sharp restrictions upon parents and guardians in the 
matter of sending children to school. 


SCHOOL HOUSES 

In the School Report of 1923 the following statement was 
made: “Whoever examines carefully the present school 
housing conditions in Lowell must be convinced that the 
city will be called upon to spend reasonable sums of money 
at a number of points rather than a large sum at any one 
point.” 

The High School is now in its third year of occupancy 
and is comfortably filled, although by no means crowded; 
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with an enrollment of about twenty-four hundred its numbers 
have almost doubled since the low-attendance days during 
the World War. And it is to be borne in mind that the atten- 
dance at the High School would be even larger were it not for 
the fact that many pupils, instead of entering the freshmen 
class of High School, are kept in the ninth grades of the Jun- 
ior High Schools, entering the High School with full or partial 
sophomore standing. 

The Bartlett, Butler, Morey, and Varnum buildings, these 
buildings being used in part for Junior High organizations, 
are filled to capacity. We have no spare rooms in the various 
school districts of the city which can be used for ungraded 
classes, open-air classes, or for any other special classes. 

The Superintendent of Schools has from time to time 
urged the need of long-range planning for additional school 
accommodations. There must be some sum of money which 
this city can afiford to spend year by year for the extension 
and improvement of the school plant. For illustration, let 
this yearly sum be fixed at one hundred thousand dollars; the 
amount for ten years will be one million dollars, and I am 
quite certain that any person of judgment would say that any 
adequate plan for school improvement should take in a period 
of at least ten years and should deal with the sum of money 
which might be expended in ten years, whether that sum be 
a million dollars, less than a million, or more than a million. 
Every progressive municipality and every progressive bus- 
iness which expects to grow is making an intelligent study of 
and suitable plans for contemplated growth.

HIGH SCHOOL 

The High School graduated a class of 432 in June and 
there was an entering class of 734 in the September previous. 
Of this class 45T were from the public schools., 188 from pri- 
vate schools, 69 from towns which have certificate privileges, 
3 entered by examination and 17 came from out-of-town 
schools. Of the class of 734, 164 entered with advanced 
standing.

MEDICAL AND DENTAL SUPERVISION 

By the terms of the charter which went into effect in 
January, 19223 medical and health supervision in the schools, 
which had been for many years under the control of the school 
department, was placed in the hands of the Board of Health.

Director of Medical Inspection and Hygiene for all the 
schools, both public and private, and placed under his direc- 
tion the physicians and nurses who had been in charge of 
the public and private schools.

VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 

The fourteenth year of the school opened with an enroll- 
ment of two hundred and twenty-five boys and one hundred 
and twenty girls, The only requirement for admission to the 
day classes of the Vocational School as far as age is concerned 
is that a pupil must be not less than fourteen and not more 
than twenty-five years of age. 

All pupils must be residents of the state ; for pupils who 
do not reside in Lowell there is a tuition charge of $200.00 for 
boys and $195.00 for girls, payable by the city or town of the 
non-resident pupil, regardless of his place of residence. 

The work is so arranged that a boy may enter at any time 
and advance as rapidly as his industry and ability will allow. 

The school offers preliminary training for boys as car- 
penters, electricians, cabinet-makers, machinists, and automo- 
bile repairers. 

The boys are trained mostly on productive work in all 
departments and the work is of such a practical nature that 
they fit naturally into the industry in advanced apprenticeship 
standing. . 

All the courses are planned for three years, seven hours 
a day, five days a week. 
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The courses are divided into three phases consisting of 
about one year’s work in each. Upon the satisfactory comple- 
tion of any phase a certificate is given. 

If a boy gets three certificates and works at the trade 
for which the school has trained him, he is entitled to a 
diploma. A satisfactory fourth year in school also entitles 
him to a diploma. 

The courses have been run on a weekly schedule as fob 
lows : Shop Science, one-half day ; Academics, one day ; Me- 
chanical Drawing, one-half day ; Physical Exercise, two hours, 
the time taken as far as possible from the time allotted to 
related work; the remaining two and one-half days are spent 
on practical work in the shops. 

As the school was filled to capacity the use of two ad- 
ditional rooms at the Worthen Street school had to be con- 
tinued. 

The equipment is as follows : 

Machine Shop: — 

5 milling machines, 1 universal, 3 shapers, 3 drills, 2 planers, 2 
power saws, 1 grinder., 25 engine lathes, 2 speed lathes, and other 
small tools and accessories. 

Electrical Shop: — 

7 direct current motors, from 1 to 10HP, 4-3 phase generators, 
2 motor generator sets, 1 rotary converter, 9 to 3 %, 1 Tungar Recti- 
fier, 1 metal shear, 1 winding head, 3-2 KW. transformers, measuring 
instruments and small tools. 

Carpentry and Cabinet-Making Shop: — 

1 buzz planer, 1 cylinder planer, 1 combination and 1 single saw 
bench, 1 band saw, 1 turning lathe, 26 sets of carpenter tools benches 
and auxiliary tools for carpenters and sets of hand tools for the 
cabinet makers. 

Automobile Department: — 

1 Oakland, 1 Ford car (rebuilt), 1 Maxwell car, 1 Studebaker 
runabout, 1 Lenox touring car, 1 Moon chassis, 1 Essex touring car.

GIRLS’ DEPARTMENT 

High School Annex, Paige & John Streets 
(Free to all girls living in Massachusetts) 

The school aims to prepare the girls of Lowell and sur- 
rounding towns for life’s activities and duties ; to give them 
a training in the branches of knowledge and the trades that 
are most useful in the home and gaining a livelihood. 

It is recognized that every girl preparing through any 
kind of an education for life will have more or less to do with 
a home, with the chances largely in favor of her having at 
some time the entire care of a home ; and upon the proper 
management of the home depends much of the happiness and 
success of our community. Hence a training in home economy 
should be part of every girl’s education. 

To meet these requirements the Vocational School offers 
two-year courses in housekeeping, dressmaking and power 
machine work. In addition the school teaches academic sub- 
jects which are related to the practical work in a way that 
makes their value fully appreciated. Millinery is taken up in 
season during the second year. 

Physical exercises, under direction, is an attraction of the 
junior and senior years. 
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Dressmaking — This course is planned to fit a girl for the 
dressmaking trade. It includes plain sewing, dressmaking, 
modeling, power machine work and mending.

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GIRLS’ LUNCH DEPARTMENT 

In February, 1016, the girls’ school opened the dining 
room at the State Normal School and since then has served 
dinners and luncheons to the faculty and students of the 
school. This gives a valuable training in preparing food in 
large quantities and also in serving ; the practice proved to be 
so valuable it seemed wise to make it a permanent part of the 
curriculum. 

The school sent out a class of 27 graduates on June 21, 

1924. 


Home project work is a feature of the Vocational School 
Programme. By assignment the girls carry out at home many 
projects as a result of the instruction received in school. Much 
of the home project work is supervised. In this way the 
school assures itself that its instruction is functioning. Both 
the school and home have found the teachers’ visits helpful. 

The State Board of Education exercises a considerable 
control over the school, as the state has agreed to pay one- 
half of the maintenance expense of the school. In order to 
secure reimbursement from the state, the courses of study, 
equipment, buildings and the work of the teachers must be ap- 
proved by the agents of the State Board of Education. 


EVENING VOCATIONAL SCHpOL FOR MEN 

These courses are trade extension and are open only to 
men employed in that line of work during the day and who 
are sixteen years of age or over. 

The school opens early in October and each class meets 
two evenings a week, two hours an evening, for twenty weeks.

Definite courses have been laid out and a system of re- 
cords devised so that each man’s progress and accomplish- 
ment can be kept. 

Certificates are given to those whose attendance and ranks 
are satisfactory. On the certificates are the number of even- 
ings attended and the kind of instruction completed. 


Evening Practical Arts Classes for Women 

The occupations of the household in which evening in- 
struction has been offered are cooking, dressmaking, millinery, 
embroidery, home nursing and child welfare. 

All types of women have taken advantage of these classes. 
The enrollment includes the busy housewife and mother, the 
young married woman lacking practical home experience, 
the engaged girl, the business woman and the non-English 
speaking woman. 

The work is conducted on the plan of the short unit 
course. A short unit course is a series of lessons on one phase 
of a particular subject — quick breads in cooking; velvet hats 
in millinery; sport skirts in dressmaking, etc. In general the 
succession of units follows the progressive plan. Class mem- 
bers pass from unit to unit in a continuous series or drop out 
at the end of a unit, their places being taken by other pupils. 
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This is possible because each unit course is an entity — each 
process step is covered by itself without regard to what comes 
before or after as in a consecutive course of study. 

The true aim of practical art classes for women should be 
realized perhaps most fully in teaching cooking. The subject 
is taught in such a way as to give actual ability to cook under 
home conditions. 

Unit Courses in First Year Cookery for Year 1923-1924: — 

Breads and Fruits — six lessons; Pastry and Scalloped Dishes — 
six lessons; Cakes and Vegetables — six lessons; Chafing Dish Sup- 
pers — four lessons; Breakfasts — four lessons; Suppers — ten lessons; 
Invalid Cookery — four lessons; Dinners — eight lessons. 

Unit Courses in Second Year Cookery (1923-1924) 

Sunday Night Suppers — twelve lessons; Tea accompaniments and 
Thanksgiving Dinner — five lessons; Breads and Desserts and Christ- 
mas Lunch — five lessons; Company Meals — nine lessons; Picnic 
Lunches — five lessons; Sunday Dinners and Menus for Special Occa- 
sions — twelve lessons. 

Unit Courses in First Year Dressmaking (1923-1924) 

Simple Dress — twelve lessons; Jacquette — twelve lessons; Tub 
Skirt — ten lessons; Muslin Dress — fourteen lessons. 

Unit Courses in Second Year Dressmaking. 

Remodeling — sixteen lessons; Wool Dress — fifteen lessons; Silk 
Dress — sixteen lessons. 

Unit Courses in Millinery (1923-1924) 

Sport Hat — ten lessons; Velvet Hat — ten lessons; Between- 
seasons hat — eight lessons; Straw Braid Hat — eight lessons; Horse- 
hair Hat — ten lessons. 

Unit Courses in Embroidery. 

Embroidery stitches — eight lessons; Christmas Novelties — nine 
lessons; Colored Embroidery — twelve lessons; Madeira Work — eleven 
lessons; Initialing — four lessons. 
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Course in Home Nursing. 

The Red Cross Standard Course (16 two-hour sessions) is given 
and the Red Cross Certificate is awarded at the successful completion 
of the course. 

The woman who has completed the work of a practical 
art class should be able to continue her work independently. 
The purpose of the work is defeated if the aim is merely pro- 
duction. 

A record of the accomplishment of each pupil is kept on 
unit history cards. 

For the year 1923-1924 the number of women enrolled in 
the Evening Practical Arts classes was 2040, distributed as 
follows: — Cooking, 521; Dressmaking, 745; Millinery, 697; 
Embroidery, 52; Home Nursing, 45. 

Sixty-eight non-residents attended these classes and 
Lowell received tuition from several of the surrounding towns 
for their attendance. 

Classes were in session for twenty-six weeks and the per 
cent, of attendance was 91. 

Sixty teachers were engaged in the work of conducting 
these classes. 

The main centre was the High School Annex, but classes 
were also carried on at the Butler, Colburn, Edson, Franklin, 
Green, Greenhalge, Lincoln, Moody, Pawtucket, Riverside, 
Yarnum, and Washington Schools and at the Girls’ City Club. 

Requests from residents of the Morey and Bartlett School 
districts for vocational classes at those schools were not acted 
upon favorably by the School Committee. 

At the Green School, where Americanization classes were 
conducted with Greek and French girls, a special arrangement 
was made whereby these girls attended academic classes two 
evenings a week and the vocational classes in dressmaking 
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and cooking one evening. The content of the vocational courses 
was adapted to the needs of the girls. 

The school authorities granted the request of the nurses 
of the health and school departments and a class in cooking 
was opened for them at the Green School. The class met 
twice a week and had ten lessons. The time of meeting was 
in the late afternoon on Wednesday and Friday. 

All instructors of vocational subjects are tradeswomen 
who were prepared for teaching by a course in teacher-train- 
ing conducted under the direction of the Massachusets Depart- 
ment of Education. 

All teachers in service are required to do some approved 
professional improvement work each year. The teachers of 
cooking have met the requirement for this year by having 
taken a course given by Miss Bradley and Miss McQuestion 
of Miss Farmer’s Boston School of Cookery. 

Mrs. Florence Amidon of the Women’s Trade and Indus- 
trial Union, Boston, conducted a series of lessons with the 
teachers of dressmaking while Miss Grace Donelan of Hick- 
son’s, Boston, worked with the teachers of Millinery. 

These Professional Improvement classes were conducted 
during May and June at the Girls’ Vocational School at the 
High School Annex. 


SCHOOL AND HOME GARDENS 

“One of the real wonders of the 1924 exhibition of Mid- 
dlesex County products of the soil, in the Memorial Au- 
ditorium, is the remarkable display in lavish form of many 
beautiful examples of school gardening. The exhibits, of 
striking quality and attractiveness, being contributed by en- 
thusiastic pupils of twenty-five elementary schools.’’ 
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The above quotation is from the Lowell “Sun” and is 
taken from the report of the “Exhibition of the Middlesex 
North Agricultural Society” held in the Auditorium Septem- % 
ber 17 and 18, 1924. 

The school exhibit was most attractive and interesting, 
each school having its own place in the general exhibition, 
and showed some of the results of the children's work during 
the summer months. 

All contributions were donated, as in previous years, to 
the different charitable and welfare institutions in the city. 

A generous supply of Government seeds had been sup- 
plied all school children in Lowell, who promised to plant 
and care for garden, through the fore-thought of our Congress- 
man, Hon. John Jacob Rogers, who conserved from the 1923 
allotment of seeds, enough for Lowell schools for 1924, there 
having been no appropriation by Congress for seed distribu- 
tion for this year. 

We also received a gift of two hundred pounds of seed, 
peas and beans, of superior selected quality from the John 
H. Allen Seed Company of Sheboygan, Wisconsin. 

The organization of garden work was the same as in for- 
mer years. Through the garden officers, elected by pupils or 
selected by teachers, requisitions for seeds for their respective 
schools were made. 

The seeds were stored in a room in the Franklin School. 
A group of boys from the fifth grade in the school sorted, 
counted and measured the seeds, tied them into packages in 
accordance with requisitions made, labelled all packages for 
individuals and schools, arranged all, according to districts, 
in preparation for the School Department to deliver. 

For a few days that room was a model shipping room 
with a superintendent and assisting clerks. There was a sec- 
retary, who recorded all orders, received and checked up all 
those sent out, clerks who counted and combined the packages 
for the different schools, under orders from the superintendent. 
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No boy was permitted by Miss Ward, the teacher of the 
fifth grade, to assist in this work who had not obtained a cer- 
tain rank in his morning lesson in Arithmetic or whose conduct 
was not up to requirements. 

There was much competition for the coveted positions. 
It was good training for the boys and of great assistance in 
the distribution of 6,000 packages of seeds. 

The largest enrollment of pupils in home garden work 
was in the Varnum School where the organization extended 
through the Junior High. 

In the Pawtucket, Washington, Riverside and Middlesex 
Village schools, children in the first six elementary grades 
were enrolled. 

Other grammar schools that received seeds were the 
Butler, Colburn, Edson, Greenhalge, Abraham Lincoln, 
Charles W. Morey and Moody. 

The primary schools were the Agawam, Ames. Cabot, 
Carter, Central, Cross, Dover, Grand, Franklin, London, West 
London, Lyon, Pine, Powell and Sycamore Street schools, the 
Eliot, Lakeview Avenue and Laura Lee. 

Not all children succeeded equally well in their efforts 
this was owing to environment, conditions of soil and lack 
of supervision, but I feel that the work was worth while. 

More emphasis being placed upon the educational value 
of garden work and less upon production, which was all im- 
portant during war time, no tabulated reports of the value 
of garden products raised in home gardens were required. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF 
PRIMARY GRADES, KINDERGARTENS AND 
SCHOOL GARDENS 

The foundation of our educational system is laid in the 
primary grades, it should be laid strong and of selected 
material. 

I again emphasize the importance of the manner and 
kind of instruction and the necessity for sympathetic, well- 
trained teachers in these grades. 

More than two thousand children enter our kindergar- 
tens and primary schools every year. 

The Department of Hygiene through its efficient doctor 
and nurses makes an examination of all these children early 
in the school year. Pli3 r sical defects are noted and parents 
or guardians are notified of the same, and advised as to treat- 
ment, nurtition and consultation. 

Under the direction of the teacher of physical training, 
healthful and corrective games and exercises are taught and 
these form a part of the daily work of the school. 

It is in the primary grades that the discovery and cor- 
rection of physical defects are most important. 

There is much difference in the chronological, physical, 
social and mental ages of the children coming to our schools. 

Of two children of the same age in years and months the 
younger may be the more mentally alert. 

The first grade teacher groups her children according 
to their mental ability and while she gives to all the same 
general instruction she gives individual instruction to the 
different groups. 

At the end of the first year of school life a child should 
have acquired, through his knowledge of the mechanics of 
reading, the power to read ail}’ primer or easy first reader at 
sight and he should know a certain number facts combina- 
tions. He should know the beginnings of writing, drawing 
and number work. This is the formal work of the first grade. 

Of equal importance is his training in good habits, morals 
and ethics. 
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With an enriched school curriculum, the teacher of the 
early grades finds less time than formerly for the so-called 
fundamentals, yet the same, and even higher standards are 
required for promotion. 

One solution of this difficulty is to have smaller num- 
bers in the lower grades in order that the teacher may have 
more time for individual instruction. 

Much has been done by the transferring of pupils and 
the opening of new rooms to bring about this condition, but 
more must be done. 

The opening of the Kirk Street school relieves crowded 
conditions in the Morrill and Worthen Street Schools, but 
with two first grades in the hall of the Morrill School and one 
in a poorly lighted, small room, with little black-board space, 
conditions are far from ideal in the Morrill school, and the 
Kirk Street school needs much improvement. 

The transferring of all third grade pupils in the West 
Sixth Street school to the Greenhalge school has relieved the 
West Sixth Street school for the present year. Added accom- 
modations will be required for another year. 

The Tenth Street school is overcrowded and the build- 
ing of a portable is anxiously awaited by parents and teachers. 

Other primary schools having larger numbers are the 
Dover Street, Pine Street and' Powell Street schools. 

For these schools also, increased accommodations are 
urgently needed. 

The kindergartens will send large numbers to the prim- 
ary schools in their respective districts next September. Many 
children will also enter the first grade who have never been 
enrolled in the kindergartens. 

To accommodate all these children provision will have 
to be made. 

Kindergarten and primary teachers are all doing ex- 
cellent work and are eager to avail themselves of the latest 
and most progressive methods, all are eager to excel.

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REPORT OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 

Activities of the department have been of the usual 
nature. Baseball, basketball, and Track being the major 
events of the year. 

Baseball found a new champion in the Bartlett School 
which displaced the Edson School, champions of this sport 
for several consecutive years. 

The Bartlett School also won the Basketball champion- 
ship handily. 

Track championships were won by the Butler School 
which holds the Senior Trophy, and by the Morey School 
which holds the Junior Cup. 

Several new events were taken part in by the children 
of the schools under supervision of the physical education 
department. 

Boys’ week, sponsored by the Rotary Club, was held in 
April. Track event and parade were participated in by the 
school boys. The parade was an elaborate affair of which 
Maj. C. T. Kittredge was chief marshal. Floats and various 
costumes were creations of the boys who were assisted by the 
headmasters of the schools in carrying out their ideas. 

The Marble Contest run by the Courier-Citizen was con- 
ducted and George Boyadjian of the Lincoln School won the 
city championship. He was taken on a week’s trip to Atlantic 
City where he competed in the National Champions and won 
several games. 

An outdoor track meet opening the new track at Alumni 
Field found each of the Junior High Schools entered in a re- 
lay race. 

Field hockey was introduced to girls through the lady 
instructors. Practice in fundamentals only was held. There 
were large turnouts for this sport in each school and attend- 
ance at practice was consistent, even in the colder days of the 
fall. This sport has been accepted wholeheartedly by the girls 
and much benefit should be derived from it as it is played in 
the open fields. 

In the class room a new syllabus arranged by the State 
Supervisor of Physical education has been added to that 
already in use in the class rooms. 
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However, the work and progress of the physical depart- 
ment is still handicapped by lack of proper facilities. Espec- 
ially is this true in the Junior High Schools. The department 
recognizes the fact that the buildings which house the present 
Junior High Schools were built when physical education was 
not considered as part of the educational program and there- 
fore no provisions were made to meet the present needs. How- 
ever, there are several houses which build a portable gymna" 
sium. One of these the Circle A Products Company has sub- 
mitted photographs of their structures with quotations on the 
various size buildings. These are now in the hands of the 
purchasing agent. The director feels that if one of these 
portable buildings were erected each year the needs of the 
department as far as space is concerned would be soon sat- 
isfied. 

In the event of the needs being met by the purchase of 
such buildings it would be the suggestion of the supervisor 
that the Varnum and Butler Schools be supplied in the order 
named as these schools are void of any suitable equipment. 
At the present time even the yard at the Varnum School has 
little to favor a program as carried on by the department.

Dear Sir: 

The following is my report as Director of Fire and Acci- 
dent Prevention for the year of 1924. 

During the year of 1924. I have given much attention 
to the Grammar and Primary Schools, feeling that the younger 
child needed a great deal more attention to the matter of 
safety than the elder ones, not at all overlooking the High, 
Junior High, Vocational and Continuation Schools. 

1. Fire drills as a whole are uniform and satisfactory, 
being careful not to sacrifice safety for speed while emptying 
a school. There is no question but that adequate provision 
has been made so that pupils can be marched safely and 
quietly out of danger, as far as lire is concerned. 

2. Exposed belts and pulleys, jig saws and planers, in 
all schools using same, have been safe-guarded, and in all 
schools the disposal of waste matter is very well taken care of. 
(Could be improved by the installation of metal boxes with 
suitable covers.) Overhanging icicles, snowslides, and icy 
steps and sidewalks adjacent to school buildings have been 
very well taken care of. 

Much good has been accomplised in providing white 
lines at many schools where there is considerable traffic by 
automobiles, trucks and electric cars. 

Walking on the railroad tracks by pupils on the way to 
and from school, is now a very rare occurrence. 

I have given much time and effort to eliminate ventur- 
ing on thin ice, coasting on the streets — railroads — railroad 
gates, playing marbles, base ball, rolling hoops, scooters, rid- 
ing bicycles on the sidewalks, riding on the rear of trolley cars, 
trucks, automobiles and teams, and demanding rides from the 
drivers of vehicles of any kind. In doing this I visited school 
assemblies and class rooms several times and spoke to them 
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of the dangers to them it they persisted in making the public 
streets a playground, also explaining to them the proper use 
of the white lines of safety in all parts of the city. 

In all the schools the matter of individual safety has been 
brought to the attention of the children steadily, and I have 
had the full cooperation of all the teachers, issuing the A. B. C. 
safety cards as a guide. 

I have given personal attention and direction at schools, 
at the time of dismissal, for the purpose of instructing pupils, 
and boys acting as Junior Police Traffic Squads, in the matter 
of the proper manner to cross the street, and in reporting 
registration numbers of drivers of trucks and automobiles 
who drive through lines of school children. 

Liquid fire extinguishers are in good condition — a few 
more are needed at the present time. 

Attics are free from any combustible matter and exposed 
live electric wires, all doors serving as exits are free from any 
lumber or refuse, both on the stairways and underneath. 
Bolts and fixtures on exit doors have been repaired, stage cur- 
tains are in good condition, fire escapes are in good condition, 
electric wiring and fuse boxes have been inspected, and in 
some cases repaired, picket fences have been made safe as far 
as possible, a few minor corrections as needed, are now under 
process of adjustment. In a word — attention has been given 
to anything and everything, which by any possibility, could 
be considered an element of danger in the schools or upon 
the school grounds.

WRJ-MGJ 
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CONTINUATION SCHOOL 

The Lowell Continuation School was established in ac- 
cordance with the state law in September, 1920. 

Experience in administrating Continuation Schools has 
furnished considerable material wherewith to test the theories 
applied in the establishment of the school. 

The functions this school has intended to perform for the 
group of minors designated by the law are — (1) to give a so- 
called general improvement education; (2) To furnish through 
shop experiences and class-room exercises, pre-vocational 
training, which is, in effect, vocational guidance; and (3) To 
give some definite training for industry. 

General improvement instruction for pupils in our schools 
has had important effects. Instruction in civics, personal 
hygiene, regular school subjects, and opportunities for recrea- 
tion have been provided in a less formal way than in the regu- 
lar school. Shop work and subjects related to shop work 
have furnished much valuable experience in fields closely re- 
lated to vocations. 

The Continuation School has had a good influence on the 
attendance of children in the regular schools and on the ten- 
dency of those out of employment to return to school. For- 
merly, many children between 14 and 16 were neither in 
school nor at work. Some of them were hunting jobs, but the 
majority were adrift on the streets or idle at home. 

The original plan for the Continuation School empa- 
sized follow-up work at the home and the places of employ- 
ment of the pupils. Our experience has justified this policy. 
The time for follow-up work is when the need is apparent, 
and so the teachers of the Continuation School may be found 
making visits at the homes of their pupils in the evening or on 
Saturday or Sunday. 

By co-operation of home and employer, secured by follow- 
up work, the pupil comes to realize that regularity and punc- 
tuality are essential to success. The great majority of em- 
ployers favor the Continuation School in Lowell. The attitude 
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of the employer is largely determined by the supply of and 
demand for juvenile labor. During a period of depression in 
business employers are often able to secure minors over 10 
years of age to do work ordinarily perfomed by boys and girls 
of 14 to 16 years. 

The Continuation School in Lowell when established had 
an enrollment of approximately 1100 employed minors be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 16. Since that time, due to business 
depressions, the numbers have varied between 600 and 000 
pupils. 

The genuine interest of the employer in the employee is 
shown by the frequent request for information regarding the 
attendance of the latter in the school. A number of employers 
have stated that the school has assisted their employees. Many 
are of the opinion that there is less shifting of jobs when pupils 
attend Continuation School. So far as possible the hours of 
attendance at the school are those most convenient to the 
employer. 

The size of the class groups gives a good chance for indi- 
vidual work in the classes. Pupils come to a teacher for two 
hours work and then go to another teacher for another two 
hours. 


Typical Program for a four-hour period pupil : — 

1st hour — Shop mathematics, hygiene and safety. 

2nd hour — English, spelling and civics. 

3rd hour — Shop. 

4th hour — Shop. 

For the 20-hour pupil or those who are temporarily out of em- 
ployment a more varied program is furnished. 

The problem of securing properly trained teachers for the 
Continuation School is a serious one. For this reason, the 
teaching force employed in this department of school work 
should remain intact, although the number of pupils attending 
this School varies from time to time. 
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The present minimum period of four hours per week is 
in some particulars a difficult period for business to adjust 
itself to, and this length of time is inadequate either to meet 
the legitimate demands of business or to adequately train the 
pupils who come to our school, so it has been recommended, 
and we strongly agree that the amount of time be extended to 
half time for a period of not less than 24 hours in every period 
of two weeks or an equivalent of such time and that the 
schools be continuously in session throughout the year.

JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOLS 

With the beginning of the school year in September per- 
mission was given for the organization so far as possible of 
the upper grades of the Moody School on a Junior High 
School basis. And so the end of the year 1924 finds practi- 
cally all of the pupils in the seventh, eighth, and ninth grades 
of the city organized as junior high grades. 

The afternoon session of the Junior High Schools has 
been lengthened one-half hour. 

This organization of the schools is in accordance with 
the plan which was adopted by the School Committee in De- 
cember, 1919, and which went into effect in September, 1920. 
The development has been very gradual and reasonable time 
has been taken for the necessary changes and adjustments. 

By the close of the school year of 1924-1925 the Bartlett 
and Morey districts will be sending the great number of their 
graduates to the High School with sophomore standing and 
by the close of the year 1927 nearly all the graduates who enter 
the High School . from the various districts will enter with 
sophomore standing. 

Already the number of pupils in the freshman class of 
the High School is noticeably smaller and when the organiza- 
tion of the Junior High groups shall have been fully estab- 
lished the freshman class of the High School will be reduced 
to very small proportions. 

The cutting down of freshman numbers in the High 
School will make available room for larger sophomore, junior 
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and senior classes as the school grows in size and thus will 
virtually enlarge the capacity of the High School. We believe 
at the same time that the graduates who enter the High 
School with sophomore standing will have in the main better 
preparation for their High School work than was possible 
with the extremely large freshman class entering for the first 
time upon High School studies. 

It was an important part of the plan of re-organization 
that the elementary school years or grades should be reduced 
from nine to eight; this reduction in the number of the grades 
was considered wise only on the condition that the entering 
age for primary schools be raised from five years to five years 
and nine months. It is with great difficulty that the entering 
age has been kept at five years and six months and it is not 
fair to the plan of reorganization as a whole to change it in 
a most important respect while it is in progress of develop- 
ment. The changes in curriculum which we are endeavoring 
to make require such maturity in the children as can be se- 
cured only by a raised entering age for primary schools. More- 
over, practically all public schools and many private schools 
which are on eight-grade basis have a primary school enter- 
ing age of approximately six years. 


VACATION CLASSES 

Vacation or review classes for children of the upper 
grades in elementary schools have been maintained by the 
Department since the summer of 1922; these classes are held 
for a period of six weeks in the Green School, the length of 
the session being two and a half hours. The classes were or- 
ganized for the benefit of pupils of the upper grades of the 
public schools and for pupils of private schools also who might 
wish to attend them. The work is of very simple character 
and is designed especially for pupils who need extra time and 
who suffer generalh r from complete separation from their 
books during the long vacation. 
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\ acation classes for High School pupils have been main- 
tained since the summer of 1923, for a term of six weeks, the 
length of the session being two and a half hours. 

There are classes also in sewing and cooking for girls and 
in shop work for boys in connection with the Summer play- 
ground activities of the Park Department, the work of these 
classes beginning and ending with the playground activities. 


EVENING AND MILL CLASSES 

Reference to the school directory and the printed roster 
of schools will show a very extensive organization of classes 
outside the regular day schools of the city. 

The evening schools have been for a number of years on 
a strictly professional basis. Owing to the large number of 
pupils who seek instruction in the High School it has been 
necessary to employ a few teachers who are not members of 
the day school corps, but the teachers are in the main regular 
day school teachers. The great demand for evening classes in 
dressmaking, millinery and cooking has called into the service 
many teachers who are not employed in the day vocational 
schools. Evening elementary classes, mill classes and Ameri- 
canization classes are taught exclusively by regular day school 
teachers. 

All vocational, Americanization and mill classes are con- 
ducted as a joint enterprise by the state and the city : the 
state has a supervisory interest in this work and reimburses 
the cityMo the extent of one-half the maintenance cost of the 
classes.

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UNIVERSITY EXTENSION CLASSES 

There has been a satisfactory interest in the University 
Extension Classes which are provided by the State Depart- 
ment of Education ; the instruction in these classes is fur- 
nished and paid for by the State, and the School Department 
cooperates to the fullest extent in providing suitable quarters 
for the classes. The students in these classes pay little more 
than registration fees and for the materials which they use. 

At the beginning of the season of 1924 classes known as 
Junior College classes were organized by the State Depart- 
ment of Education. The purpose of these classes is to give 
opportunity to persons to do work of freshman or sophomore 
college standing for which they may be able to secure college 
credit. This is a very important departure in educational work 
and is suggestive of great future possibilities.

The financial year shall begin on the first day of January and end 
on the thirty-first day of the following December, including both days 
and all department books and accounts must be run accordingly. 

All departments and offices of the city government shall keep 
and furnish such records in book form or otherwise as shall be pre- 
scribed by the City Auditor. 

All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the city 
shall be subject to the inspection of the City Auditor 

All or any city departmental officials, collecting money due the 
city for licenses, fees, fines, services rendered or for material sold or 
for any other purpose, for which no bill was previously rendered, 
shall pay all such collections over to the City Treasurer on or before 
the last day of each month. 

All bills or claims for work performed must be presented to the 
department ordering the same; those for supplies furnished and on 
account of contracts therefor should be presented to the Purchasing 
Agent. 

All bills or claims should be received by the city on or before- 
the first day of the month. 

All department receipts for materials and supplies should be 

sent to the purchasing agent on or before the third day of the month, 
as it is impossible for him to approve bills for payment in due course 
after that date. 

All bills after approval by each commissioner should be listed 
and sent to the Auditor’s Department not later than the eighth day 
of each month. 

All bills or other claims, before they are finally certified by the 
City Auditor or paid shall be approved by the Mayor. 


All bills approved will be paid on the fifteenth day of each month.

HIGH STREET CHURCH CLOCK 

The clock was built in 1861 under the direction of Mr. George 
Hedrick. It was to be paid for by popular subscription, but after some 
time Mr. Hedrick was obliged to make the final payments and it 
became his property. In 1877, the City Government, by resolution, 
purchased the clock of Mr. Hedrick. The terms of purchase required 
the City to keep it in repair at the High Street Church.

For the information of the citizens of Lowell the Auditor respectfully 
refers them to the “Annual Report of the School Committee,” for the 
year 1859, where all the correspondence between the donor and the 
recipient may be found. This fund was restored in 1923.

Resolution, numberer 54, passed by the City Council, April, 1870: 

“That the City of Lowell be appointed trustee of the sum of $1,000.00 
and the City Treasurer is authorized to pay to the High Street 
Church the interest of said sum at the rate of 6 per cent, forever. 

Said sum to be used by the Pastor and Deacons of said Church to 
sustain the Sunday School and its library for the moral and relig- 
ious instruction of the children.” This fund was restored in 1923.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the accounts of the 
city of Lowell for the year ending December 31, 1924, and submit the 
following report thereon: — 

The financial transactions of the city as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
city, or committing bills for collection, were examined and reconciled 
with the books and records in the city auditor’s office. 

The records of appropriations, transfers and loan orders voted 
by the City Council were examined and checked with the auditor’s 
books. 

The books and accounts in the auditor’s office were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were checked with the treas- 
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urer’s reports of receipts, and the payments were checked with the 
warrants and with the treasurer’s books. 

The accounts receivable ledger was examined and checked with 
the records of bills made out by the several departments and with the 
reported payments to the treasurer. 

The outstanding debt was listed and proved, the loans issued 
during the year found to be properly authorized. The reported pay- 
ments of maturing debt and interest were compared with the amounts 
falling due. 

The ledger accounts were examined and checked, a trial balance 
was taken off proving the ledger to be in balance, and a balance 
sheet showing the financial condition of the city as of December 31, 
1924, was prepared and is appended to this report. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer and collector were exam- 
ined and checked. The cash book was footed and the reported re- 
ceipts as recorded on the cash book were checked with the reports 
to the auditor and with the records of the several departments col- 
lecting money for the city; and the disbursements were checked 
with the warrants authorizing them and with the auditor’s books. 

The cash on hand was verified by an actual count and the bank 
balances were reconciled with the bank statements. 

The investments of the trust funds in the custody of the city 
treasurer were examined and listed, the additional cemetery perpetual 
care funds were verified, and the income was proved, all of which was 
found to be correct. 

The commitments of taxes, assessments and departmental ac- 
counts receivable were examined and checked with the auditor’s 
books. The abatements were compared with the records of abate- 
ments granted, and the receipts were checked with the payments 
granted, and the receipts were checked with the payments to the 
treasurer. 

The outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the con- 
trolling accounts in the auditor’s ledger. Verification notices relative 
to unpaid accounts were mailed to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the city, and from the 
replies received I am satisfied that the outstanding accounts as listed 
are correct. 

Some of the departmental accounts receivable are much overdue 
and determined efforts should be made toward their collection. 

We have repeatedly called attention to the excise tax which is 
carried on the books as an asset, although probably it is of no value. 
No definite action has, however, been taken regarding this account, 
and we recommend that it be abated if it is uncollectible. 
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The city clerk’s records of receipts for licenses, permits and fees 
were examined and checked in detail with the office records. The 
payments to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s and the 
auditor’s books. The hunting and fishing licences and the dog licenses 
issued were checked and the payments to the State and the county 
were verified by the receipts on file. 

The records of receipts of the license commissioners for licenses 
issued were checked with the copies of licenses on file, and the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s and the 
auditor’s books. 

The receipts of the library department vrere examined and 
checked, and the payments to the treasurer were compared with the 
treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. A balance of $111.40 on hand at 
the close of the year was paid to the treasurer in February, 1925. 

The receipts of the water department were checked with the 
payments to the treasurer. The outstanding accounts were listed and 
the amount of charges, abatments and discounts was checked and 
proved with the auditor’s books. 

The overdraft in the water department revenue account at the be- 
ginning of the year was increased by $33,038.58, making the deficit 
of revenue at the close of the year $4S,35S.69. A special appropriation 
should be made for this account and, as the indications are that the 
revenue for the present year will not be sufficient to meet the ex- 
penditures of the water department for this year, such additional 
amounts should be appropriated as are necessary for the current year. 

The cemetery receipts at the cemetery office were examined and 
the payments to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s and 
the auditor’s books. The outstanding cemetery bills in the collector’s 
office were listed and the commitments of charges to the collector, 
the amount of receipts and the abatements granted were checked and 
proved with the records in the cemetery office and in the auditor’s 
office. 

The records of receipts from the milk inspector, the sealer of 
weights and measures, the public scales and the vocational schools, 
as well as from the building, fire, health and park departments, were 
examined and the payments to the treasurer were checked with the 
treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. At the end of the year there 
was cash on hand of $16.75 at the vocational school and $77.58 at the 
vocational school kitchen, these amounts being paid to the treasurer 
in January, 1925. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, the ac- 
counts of all other departments receiving money or committing bills 
for collection were examined and checked. 
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The sinking fund investments were examined and listed and the 
income was verified, all of which was found to be properly recorded 
on the books. 

The surety bonds furnished by the departmental officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper orm. 

The assessors, before determining the tax rate for the present 
year, should make inquiry regarding the overdrawn overlay accounts, 
as all abatements granted on account of the tax assessments of any 
year in excess of the overlay of that year, and not otherwise provided 
for, should be included in the next annual tax assessment, in accor- 
dance with the provisions of Chapter 59, Section 23, General Laws. 

The charity department made good progress last year in billing 
the charges where aid had been rendered to persons having a settle- 
ment outside of Lowell, this being reflected in the balance sheet; and 
a large number of these accounts have been paid since the close of 
last year. 

At the end of the year 1924 the .expenditures of a large number of 
departments were in excess of the appropriations made for their use 
and a Council order was therefore passed instructing the city auditor 
to balance all departmental accounts by appropriating from the gen- 
eral treasury. The order, however, did not specify the appropriations 
or the amounts involved, as this information was not known at the 
time the order was passed. 

It is my opinion that even with such an order the departments 
could not claim authority to expend money to an unlimited amount, 
and neither does it relieve them from the statutory liability for in- 
curring liabilities in excess of their appropriations. I do not question 
the right to appropriate unappropriated funds in the treasury, but 
the amount appropriated for a particular department should be speci- 
fied. A blanket order such as was adopted absolutely destroys the 
requirements of the budget system as set forth in Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws. The whole purpose of the budget act is to restrict the 
expenditures of departments to sums within the amounts appropriated 
for their use. Department officials are not only restricted by statute 
in the amount which may be spent, but good business demands that 
the work for the year be carefully planned. If this were done, there 
would be little excuse for transfers or overdrafts at the end of the 
year, especially to the extent represented by the blanket order above 
referred to. 

Departmental officials should not incur liabilities in excess of the 
appropriations made for their departments. Even though their appro- 
priations may be insufficient to permit the performance of work 
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which, in their judgment, should be done, they are nevertheless 
bound by the amounts appropriated and should either get additional 
appropriations or curtail the work so as to bring the costs within the 
sums available. 

The statutes covering this subject are contained in Section 31, 
Chapter 44 of the General Laws and in Chapter 253, Acts of 1922, and 
read as follows: 

Section 31, Chapter 43. No department of any city or town, 
except Boston, shall incur liability in excess of the appropria- 
tion made for the use of such department, except in cases of 
extreme emergency involving the health or safety of persons 
or property, and then only by a vote in a city of two thirds of 
the members of the city council, and in a town of two thirds of 
the selectmen. 

Chapter 253, Acts of 1922. Chapter forty-four of the General 
Laws is hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the fol- 
lowing new section: Section 62. Any city, town or district of- 
ficer who knowingly violates, or authorizes or directs any provision 
of this chapter shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars; and the mayor, selectmen, prudential committee, 
or commissioners, shall, and five taxpayers may, report such viola- 
tion to the district attorney who shall investigate and prosecute 
the same. 

The surplus revenue represented by the “Prior Revenue” account 
was materially reduced in 1924, and as no further appropriations 
should be made from surplus revenue until the accounts which repre- 
sent it, namely, uncollected taxes, have been reduced to cash, the 
balances in the various appropriations should be carefully examined 
before the tax rate is fixed for 1925. As it is apparent that if the 
present ratio of expenditures is continued there will be insufficient 
funds in several accounts to carry on the work to the end of the year, 
supplemental appropriations should be made or the work curtailed. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment and depart- 
mental accocunts receivable, together with tables of the sinking and 
trust funds. 

During the process of the audit I received the hearty co-operation 
of all the department officials, and on behelf of my assistants and for 
myself I wish to express appreciation for the courtesies received and 
the assistance rendered.

Gentlemen : 

The forty-seventh annual report of the Board of 
Health for the year ending December 31, 1924, is res- 
pectfully submitted. 

The total number of deaths in Lowell for the year 
1924 numbered 1545, or 136 less than for the year 1923, 
making a crude death rate of 13.70 per 1000, which is 
based on a population of 112,759, and is lower than 
the 1923 death rate by 1.20 per thousand. These figures 
include deaths of non-residents, but exclude stillbirths. 

The deaths of INFANTS under ONE YEAR OF 
AGE for the year 1924 numbered 275 and represents 
an infant mortality rate of 91.02 per 1000 live births. 
This rate is based on 3,010 recorded births, and is pro- 
bably the lowest infant mortality rate available in the 
history of our city. 

The deaths of children from ONE to FIVE 
YEARS in 1924 showed a decrease from the previous 
year of 37.4 per cent. This showing is excellent, when 
we consider that our city has no established child wel- 
fare clinics under municipal control. There can be 
no doubt of the value of such clinics in conserving the 
lives of infants and children of pre-school age, and it 
is hoped that such clinics will be established in the near 
future. 
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DISEASES DANGEROUS TO PUBLIC HEALTH 

188 cases of tuberculosis (against 192 cases in 
1923) were reported during the year, and of this num- 
ber 153 (against 150 in 1923) were pulmonary and 
35 (42 in 1923) were all other forms of this disease. 
The death rate .99 (.92 in 1923) per thousand of the 
population was slightly in excess of the previous year. 

DIPHTPIERIA 

113 cases of diphtheria (against 120 in 1923) were 
reported for the year with 10 (14 in 1923) deaths, giv- 
ing a case mortality rate of .0S8% (11.6% in 1923). 

The decrease in the incidence of Diphtheria in the 
past two years is quite noticeable, and shows what per- 
sistent effort can do in obtaining results. As diphthe- 
ria is considered a preventable disease, it is a pity that 
parents and guardians do not avail themselves of the 
opportunity afforded by the department to obtain per- 
manent immunity for their children through the use 
of the Schick test and the subsequent use of toxin- 
antitoxin. 


SCARLET FEVER 

135 cases of scarlet fever (against 227 in 1923) 
were reported for the year with one death (against 4 
deaths in 1923). The low mortality indicates the mild- 
ness of the disease. 

OTHER CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 

14 cases of Typhoid Fever (10 in 1923) were re- 
ported during the vear with 2 deaths (against 3 in 
1923). 

205 cases of Measles (against 1324 in 1923) were 
reported with no deaths (12 deaths in 1923); 15 cases 
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of infantile paralysis (against 36 cases in 1923) were 
reported with 1 death in 1924 (against 5 deaths in 
1923); 61 cases of lobar-pneumonia (136 cases in 

1923) were reported with 30 deaths (against 58 deaths 
in 1923). 

The total deaths from all diseases dangerous to 
public health were 171 in 1924 (against 222 in 1923) or 
a fraction over 11.% of the total mortality . 

The garbage collections for 1920 amounted to 
6923J4 loads, compared with 5358 loads collected in 
1923. 

. For the first five months, difficulty was experienc- 
ed in disposing of all the garbage collected daily, and 
we were compelled to give some of it away free. With 
the advent of warm weather, the Board were of the opi- 
nion that some effort should be made to induce the far- 
mers to purchase this waste product from the city. 
Therefore, it was voted that the price of swill be re- 
duced from one dollar a load to fifty cents per load. 
This order of the Board went into effect May 20, 1924, 
and enabled the department to dispose of its heavy 
collections daily, during the summer, and the balance 
of the year. 

The Board wishes to express its appreciation of 
the cooperation given by other municipal departments, 
and also to acknowledge the assistance given by the 
Anti-Tuberculosis Council, the Lowell Guild, and 
other social welfare organizations.

To the Board of Health, Lowell, Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

I have the honor to present the report of the De- 
partment of Milk, Vinegar and Oleomargarine for the 
twelve months begining Jan 1, 1924. 

There were 5651 samples of milk examined. 

4516 samples were examined chemically. 

1140 bacterial examinations were made. 

3456 samples were seized from delivery wagons. 

675 samples were seized from restaurants and 
stores. 

456 samples were seized from producers. 

1055 samples came from schools, producers, and 
consumers. 

The samples seized from wagons averaged 12. 50% 
total solids; 3.83% fat. 

The pasturized milk averaged 126,000; the raw 
milk 196,000; bacteria per cubic centimeter. 

The average temperature of the milk on delivery 
wagons, in 1941 tests, was 43 degrees Fahr. 

The milk supply is practically the same as last 
year. 

42688 quarts of milk were sold daily in Lowell in 
1924. 

Fifty six and fifty nine hundredths percent of the 
milk was sold as pasteurized; forty three and forty one 
hundredths percent was sold as raw milk.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
LOWELL ISOLATION HOSPITAL FOR 
THE YEAR 1924. 


Lowell, Mass., Dec. 31, 1924. 

To the Board of Health of the City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen : 

I have the honor of submitting; to you the fourth 
annual report of the Lowell Isolation Hospital for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1924. 

On January 1, 1924, there were in the hospital 35 
tubercular patients and 3 contagious patients, a total 
of 38 . There have been admitted 43 males and 40 fe- 
males in the tubercular wards and 58 patients in the 
contagious ward. These figures show that we have 
treated 118 tubercular patients and 61 contagious cases 

On December 31, 1924, there were 48 patients in 
the hospital; 25 males and 14 females in the tubercular 
wards and 1 case of anterior poliomyelitis, 3 of scarlet 
fever and 5 of diphtheria in the contagious wards. 

The lowest number of patients during - the year 
was 38 and the highest number of patients was 60. 
The daily averag'e in the tubercular ward was 45.6 and 
the daily average in the contagious ward was 3.7, a 
daily average in both departments 49.3, the highest 
daily average since the hospital was opened. The total 
number of hospital days was 18023 for the year. 
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There were 79 patients discharged from the tu- 
bercular ward; 1 quiescent, 3 arrested, 4 apparently 
arrested, 18 improved, 17 unimproved, 3 insane, and 
34 died. 

The contagious ward has been open practically 
the entire year and 58 cases have been admitted during 
the year; 19 cases of diphthria, 5 of erysipelas, 18 of 
scarlet fever, 12 of measles, 1 of erythema nodosum, 1 
of spinal meningitis, 1 of mumps, 1 of anterior polio- 
myelitis. Of course, 42 were discharged entirely 
recovered. Five diphtheria cases died, four of which 
died within twenty-four hours after entering the hos- 
pital; 1 spinal meningitis case died; 1 erysipelas case 
died. Nine patients were still in the contagious ward 
January 1, 1925. 

The total expenditures for the .year ending De- 
cember 31, 1924 were $63,395.02. These expenditures 
were divided as follows : 

$46,984.13 for the tubercular ward and $16,410.89 
for the contagious ward. 

The per capita cost of the tubercular ward for the 
year 1924 was $2.82 per day and the per capita cost of 
the entire hospital was $3.52 per day. 

However, to offset these expenditures it must be 
remembered that the City Treasurer has received the 
sum of $11,364.02 from various sources for the care of 
patients at this hospital, which sum considerably low- 
ers the actual cost to the city and brings down the net 
per capita cost to $2.89 per day. 
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This sum of $1 1,364.02 received by the City Treas- 
urer is divided as follows:

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RECOMMENDATIONS 

I would like to call the attention of the Board to 
the desirability of installing a radio in the hospital for 
the benefit of the patients. Radios are being installed 
in all new up-to-date hospitals, and the pleasure and 
relief from worry which the patients would receive 
from listening in would more than compensate for the 
cost of installation. I urgently request that this mat- 
ter be seriously considered. 

I recommend also that, in the coming budget, a 
sum of money be appropriated sufficient to finish im- 
proving the grounds, a job that was started six years 
ago but never completed. 

I wish also to call attention to the fact that at 
present our buildings are protected by but one hydrant 
and that quite distant. 

Originally there was left an opening for a second 
hydrant near by the buildings, but this hydrant has 
never been put in place.

TELEPHONE 

The telephone system is the same that was installed in 
1913, consisting of one thirty-line switchboard located at the 
Palmer Street Station, which is connected with the central 
office of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company 
by two toll lines, and also the fourteen different fire stations, 
the Chief’s office and residence, the three Deputy Chiefs’ resi- 
dences and battery room with eleven local lines. 

PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT 

This department is maintained by the City and consists 
of thirteen permanent men. They have responded to three 
hundred and fifty alarms ; in service two hundred and one 
hours; spread two hundred and fifty-seven covers; used 
twenty-two extinguishers and sixty-three tanks ; raised six 
hundred and eighty feet of ladders. 

FIRE PREVENTION 

A systematic inspection of buildings is made by the mem- 
bers of the Fire Department in order to relieve the fire hazard 
of the city. Each company has a certain district to inspect, 
and each inspection is recorded on a printed slip with report 
of conditions found. These slips are turned over to the Chief 
of the Department, and, when the conditions found are con- 
sidered dangerous, letters are sent to both owners and tenants 
to have said conditions remedied. 10,751 buildings were in- 
spected during the year. by the different companies. 
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FIRES AND LOSSES

The whole number of alarms during the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1924, was one thousand four hundred and twenty- 
eight (1,428). Three hundred and sixty-one (361) were given 
from signal boxes; five hundred and ninety-five (595) tele- 
phones ; two hundred and twenty-seven (227) stills ; eleven 
(11) automatics; forty-three (43) exposures; and one hun- 
dred and ninety-one (191) reported fires. The “No School” 
signal was given fifteen (15) times. There were four hundred 
and ninety-three (493) fires extinguished by chemicals alone 
and three hundred and thirteen (313) where water was used. 
The remaining number were extinguished by other means or 
had been put out before the arrival of the department. One 
hundred and twenty-eight (128) were in brick, stone or 
cement buildings; five hundred and forty-eight (548) in frame 
buildings and five hundred and sixty-one (561) other than 
building fires. The reported fires were mostly in frame 
buildings. 

The whole amount of loss, except the reported fires, was 
one million, four thousand, nine hundred ten dollars and forty- 
three cents ($1,004,910.43) ; insurance fourteen million, four 
hundred sixty-eight thousand, seventy dollars and forty cents 
($14,468,070.40) ; insurance paid, nine hundred and sixty thou- 
sand, one hundred thirty dollars and eighteen cents ($960,- 
130.18) ; loss above insurance, forty-four thousand, seven hun- 
dred and eighty dollars and twenty-five cents ($44,780.25) ; 
valuation, thirteen million, two hundred seventy-seven thou- 
sand, thirty-seven dollars and forty cents ($13,277,037.40). 
The reported loss was eleven thousand, one hundred eighty- 
five dollars and forty-five cents ($11,185.45) ; insurance, six 
million, nine hundred ninety-six thousand, five hundred and 
seventeen dollars ($6,996,517.) ; valuation, seven million, 
thirty-eight thousand, forty-seven dollars ($7,038,047.).

This will enable 
us in the immediate future, to carry out this project which 
has been held in abeyance so long and to give to Lowell, 
one of the finest recreational areas to be found anywhere. 

The members of the Board wish to express to Super- 
intendent Kernan and his staff of assistants, especially to 
Mr. Arthur Sullivan, the supervisor of playgrounds and the 
playground teachers, their cordial thanks for the splendid 
work which has been done during the year. We also wish 
to express to the Mayor and the Municipal Council as well 
as to the several City Departments our grateful appreci- 
ation of the co-operation which they have extended. To 
the newspapers of Lowell, we also owe our thanks for the 
admirable way in which they have reported the activities 
of the playgrounds and of other phases of our work.

Superintendent’s Report 


'To the Board of Park Commissioners 
Gentlemen : 

I herewith most respectfully submit my annual report 
of the work done under your direction in the Park System 
for the year ending December 31, 1924. 

It is the consensus of opinion of nearly every one that 
our city is ideally equipped for the development of the 
City Beautiful. Blessings rest upon the memory of our 
wise and far-sighted citizens, who planned for us a city 
interspersed with little squares and triangles, as well as 
the North and South Common, both of which are in 
congested areas and which offer breathing places for 
the crowded humanity. Still more cause have we to 
revere those thoughtful ones who secured for us for 
all time other generous tracts of land in the city 
limits with the possibility of splendid parkway develop- 
ments. Our Fort Hill Park, beautiful in its present 
condition, offers attractive opportunities for further de- 
velopment. Plans when completed for the evolution and 
embellishment of Shedd Park will give to the City of Lowell 
a Park finished in every detail, and so perfect in imitation 
of Nature in her happiest mood, that '‘art's proudest tri- 
umph" will have been achieved, and man's share in the 
work forgotten. The project is an extensive one and its 
permanent success rests in an educated public conscience. 
It requires the hearty co-operation and united efforts of 
the people at large, the municipal authorities, and those 
who have the trust in their immediate charge. Lowell will

measure up to her responsibilities in this matter, once she 
has fully realized them. Appreciation of privileges is 
commensurate with a consciousness of the need of them. 

With reference to the work accomplished during the 
past season, the Highland Playground at Stevens and B 
streets is nearly completed, and there remains only a few 
minor details. It has proven a boon to the children of that 
locality, and has been enjoyed immensely, not only by 
them, but by many grown-ups as well. 

The Pawtucketville Playground at Woodward Ave. 
and Mammoth Road, has been graded sufficiently for a 
baseball field, having used approximately 4000 cubic yards 
of filling on the job. Much more filling is required here in 
order to complete the grading, and will be given attention 
as funds are available. 

At Wannalancit Park on Varnum Ave. we finished the 
riverbank retaining wall, and are now ready to erect an 
iron fence on top of same, continuing the same design as on 
the lower end of the Park. As soon as a small amount of 
grading is finished this Park will be completed from the 
Square to the Dam. 

On Riverside Street we have at last been able to make 
a settlement with the owners of the old dilapidated build- 
ings which have been an eyesore for the last few years, 
and have had them razed and carted away. The land on 
which they stood has been leased from the Locks and 
Canals Co. and now we have control of the riverbank from 
the Textile School as far as Starbird Street on Varnum Ave. 

In Centralville more work was done than ever before. 
The Iiall Land, so-called, comprising a trifle over eight 
acres was acquired by the City. As it was obtained late in 
the season, only a start was made toward its develop- 
ment. Rough grading was done and a foundation laid 
for six tennis courts, which it is hoped to complete in the 
spring. A baseball field will also be laid out here. 

At the First Street Oval, a considerable amount of 
grading was done, bringing the area to an even grade and

smoothing cff the surface, so that the young folks of that 
locality had a first-class playfield during the fall season. 
No work was done to the bank, as the method of treatment 
has not been definitely decided upon. 

Varnum Park at the corner of Bridge and First Streets 
was finished in the early spring, and several varieties of 
young trees planted, that in years to come will give our 
visitors shade of a hot summer’s day, watching the Merri- 
mack flow to the sea. 

The North Common received due attention during the 
year. $15,000 was spent in building a first-class Comfort 
Station and Shower Baths, which we expect to open in the 
spring. A cinder running track was also built, there being 
quite a demand for same on account of the large number of 
athletes in that locality. Two tennis courts were finished 
on this Common late in the fall and with the stop nets up 
will be ready for play in the spring. The ball diamond was 
newly graded, and will be a marked improvement to the 
enthusiasts of the national game. 

No new improvements were attempted at the South 
Common or Fort Hill but our items for maintenance of 
these two areas was large, because of the usage given 
them. From conservative estimates we had more visitors 
in 1924 at these two Parks, than ever before in their his- 
tory. 

At O’Donnell Park on Gorham Street, formerly the old 
Fair Grounds, all the additional lots were acquired this 
year excepting two, which had buildings thereon. This 
now gives us a street frontage on Gorham Street for this 
park, which has long been desired, and makes a much 
needed improvement. 

The Morey Street Playground was enlarged this year 
by acquiring additional land extending along Morey Street 
to Shaw Street. Rough grading was done during the fall, 
and it is hoped to complete another year.

Playgrounds and Recreations 


Our playgrounds were operated with the usual success 
of previous years. Fourteen areas were in use for a period 
of eight weeks carrying a staff of thirty-eight Super- 
visors. Schedules of playground games were drawn up 
and adhered to as far as possible, the details of which were 
left in the hands of my assistants, and were admirably 
handled. These entailed games of friendly rivalry, among 
the different grounds which oftentimes put the boys or 
girls to a test they will meet many times in later life. 

We are indebted to Mr. Everett H. Walker, Agent 
of the Lawrence Manufacturing Co. for the free use of 
their field on Aiken Street again this year, and also for the 
aid and assistance given the Supervisors and children of 
that locality. 

Once more a swimming instructor was employed at the 
wading pool on the South Common and from results shown, 
I consider it one of the best investments we have on the 
Summer Playgrounds. It was but a short time after the 
little tots had received their first instructions in the art, 
that they blossomed out into full-fledged swimmers. 

The annual dual playground track meet with Haver- 
hill was held this year in the down river city, the latter 
part of the summer. Lowell again came out victorious 
thereby adding another leg to the Silver Trophy donated 
by Mayor John J. Donovan. 

We closed our season by holding a Pageant at the 
Auditorium in the afternoon, and repeating the programme 
again in the evening. We had capacity audiences on both 
occasions, and the children performed wonderfully well 
in their respective parts. The natty costumes worn were 
made by the children themselves, proving beyond doubt, 
that the industrial side of our playgrounds was well taken 
care of during the summer. 

Moving pictures were again shown during the sum- 
mer evenings, and were operated five nights a week in the 
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NEW GASOLINE SHOVEL AT SIIEDD PARK 


different sections of the City. The same show was put on 
each night during the week and was immensely enjoyed, 
judging from the large crowds which attended. 

Our public bath house on the boulevard proved a 
boon to many during the extremely hot weather during 
July and August. It was operated with the same efficient 
force as previous years, there being three attendants inside 
the house, and four life-guards on the beach outside. The 
beach was replenished w T ith new sand when the season 
opened, which made the surroundings much more desir- 
able. 

Our winter activities have not been slighted in the 
least, there being plenty of them, and fairly w^ell scat- 
tered throughout the city. 

The major event being our Winter Carnival held at 
Fort Hill on February 7, 1924, which brought out a large 
crowd of enthusiasts. Both young and old enjoyed them- 
selves during the afternoon and evening on the toboggan 
slide, skiing and in the various winter games. The occa- 
sion was enlivened by the presence of a band during the 
afternoon. In the evening w 7 e had a huge bonfire at the 
top of the hill and all over the park were myriads of red 
flares which made a fine Winter setting. 

Our skating pond at Shedd Park was a mecca of at- 
traction dining the skating season as w’ell as a small rink 
at Washington Park. We bent most of our efforts during 
the winter cn keeping good surfaces on these rinks that 
young folks might have a safe place to enjoy this branch of 
winter sports. It is my hope that we may have more 
of these skating rinks in other sections of the city another 
year. 


Trees 

The care of trees the past year has been a heavy item 
owing to the fact of our having two extra severe wind 
storms, one of w T hich not only blew limbs down, but in sixty 
different cases the tree itself was uprooted. This entailed

the handling of the root which weighed many tons, and 
placing same on a city dump perhaps a mile or so away. 
It took the combined efforts of two five-ton trucks hitched 
tandem to handle more than half of the roots. 

Aside from these two wind storms, the ordinary tree 
work was attended to. Dead trees and dangerous limbs 
were taken care or, as they were reported, and all tree 
petitions for the removal of trees or limbs were given my 
attention as soon as definite action was determined by 
the Board. 

We have not been lax in the planting of new trees 
throughout the City, always having in mind replacements. 
Some five hundred young trees of different varieties were 
planted throughout the city during the past year. We tried 
to confine our activities in this line to newly developed 
streets, and established a system of uniformity. As there 
have been many new streets built the last few years, much 
is to be done on this score the coming year. 

Our activities in their many different phases during 
the year, have been successful, and in conclusion permit 
me to thank the Board for its support given during the 
year, employees of the department for their faithfulness, 
the city officials, the playground teachers, the newspapers, 
and the public in general for the many kind favors ren- 
dered, and the spirit of co-operation that has been shown.
